(sis street stands, while the venders are 
operating on sham» or com m issions. 
T his capitalist is a sort of j>adrone, and 
having him self sprung from the ranks 
requires a sem pnlons aoconriting from 
his poorer countrym an, w liose am bi 
tion to own a cart and his ow n trade is 
alm ost sure to lie realized in the course 
of time. 
The latter Is then ready to 
marry arid run an establishm ent of his 
own. 
H e can earn as m uch os the averag e 
day laborer, but he m ust be abont the 
streets early and late. 
T he police reg ­ 
ulations com [ml him to keep m oving . 
Persistent violation of these rultw is 
likely to g et him into trouble, thoug h 
"the finest” are very lenient in the ex 
ercise of their discretion In this respect. 
T he fruit cart is but one o f tlie many 
sources of livelihood of the street vend 
er, but its m eag er sim plicity appeals 
m ost pow erfully to the im ag ination of 
the observer.— N ew York Ilerald.
